The result of the work done with thsH 
wretched imitations (which are simply a cheap grade of Bronze Powders) is that the metals oxidize and' turn black, and wWm 
brushed or shaken come off the fabric, leaving only a discoloration. The price demanded for the various imitationsjS 
relatively much higher than that of the genuine. One set of n bottles and another of 16 bottles are each $3.50; and sefilil 
20 bottles are as high as $6.00, while the genuine consists of 30 bottles of colors and 2 bottles of medium for mixing, at |§§M 
they are all chemically treated for the purpose of protecting them from oxidization, and they are specially adapted for paint|S 
on textile fabrics, of which they become a part when applied, and the decorated article may be carefully folded, bnahegjafl 
shaken without detriment Those who can visit the studio of Mr. Bragdon at 11 55 Broadway, New York, and see the Sttiaal 
and elaborate display of work executed with his colors, and compare it with the wretched, meagre imitations, requires^ 
further proof or caution, but as there are thousands of active art workers who cannot do this, it is necessary to issue.-fng 
. public caution, so that all may know that all colors offered for sale by any person or dealer, whomsoever, for "Zus^S 
painting, are absolutely fraudulent unless each bottle and box bears the label and name of R. H. Bragdon. - ; aB
